Representing the University of 
Montreal are Mr, Arthur St. Pierre, 
Bireclor of Social Research and 
professor In the faculty of Social 
Sciences, and Mr. Emile Beqoist, 
professor of economic problems In 
' the Social Science department. Mr. 
St. Pierre is a Fellow of the Royal 
Society of Canada and has .written 
20 books, the most recent of which 
is "Les Problèmes Sociales." Mr. 
Benoist is on the editorial board of 
the French-language newspaper 
"Le Devoir," . 

The Engilsb-Canadian aspect will 
be presented by Dr. C. A. Dawson, 
head of the department of Sociolo- 
gy at McGill, and Dr. R. B. Mac- 
Leod, departmental head of psy- 
. chology. 

"We fiel that only by getting 
together with French-Canadians 
and discussing each other's point 
of view, can we really come to 
understand each other fully", stated 
chairman Jackson. "In this man- 
ner," he pointed out, "we can find 
the way of accommodation which 
will serve the .well-being of Can- 
ada."

Debaters Score Wins 
At Princeton, Rutgers 

McGIU debaters Ted Hugcssen 
and Isadore Rosenfeld scored a 
double victory last Friday when 
they defeated Princeton and Rut- 
gers in debates on the topic "Re- 
solved that labor should be given 
a direct share in the management 
of industry." 

At Rutgers University, the McGill 
debaters took the affirmative, and 
were awarded a unanimous deci- 
sion by the audience. They argued 
that there was a moral, psycho- 
logical and practical need for a 
plan, the same one as was used in 
England during the war. 

Adopting the negative view of 
the same topic at Princeton Uni- 
versity, Hugesscn and Rosenfeld 
argued that there was no plan pre- 
sented by the affirmative. Labor 
sharing in the management of In- 
dustry, they continued, would mean 
economic retrogression. Manage- 
ment was indivisible and labor 
management functions cannot be 
merged, they concluded.

Raps Liberals 



More than 150 students heard 
Cartier-candidate Michael Buhay 
in an open meeting held In the 
Union Ballroom lastj Friday. Dor- 
Ise Nellson, former M.P. for North 
Battleford, introduced the speaker, 
and predicted that both national 
and International repercussions 
would result from the Cartier by 
election. 

Councillor Buhay outlined his 

platform for the coming by-elec' 

tion, and was very emphatjc In his 

criticism of the "policy of war' 

against Russia, which he deems a 

death-blow io international good' 
will. Mr.' Buhay also charged the 
King Government with maladmini- 
stration in its immlRratlon policy, 
which "did nothing to alleviate the 

distress of 250,000 European dis 
placed persons victims of Hitler- 
ism." 

Blasting in quick succession* 
what he called the "unfair taxa 

tion", the shortage of homes and 
the increase in commercial rentals, 
Mr. BUhay ended by charging that, 
in every domain, the King govern 
ment did not fulfil the promises on 
the strength of which it was elect- 
ed to power, and stated that should 
he be elected member for the Car 
tier riding, he would continue his 
criticism until these shortcomings 
were overcome. 



Plight of Student Pensioners 
Brought to Commons' Attention 



Quoting from the brief prepared 
by the McGIU Student Veterans' 
Society, Mr. Davie E. Fulton,. M.P., 
last Thursday brought to the at- 
tention of the House of Commons 
the plight of student pensioners, 
who suffer a reduction' In their 
educational allowance solely be- 
causo they are receiving a pension. 

In connection with student vet- 
erans Major Fulton made a plea 
that "the principle be establlded 
that pensions payable for wounds 
which have occasioned. 8' disability 
should be fixed and awarded to 
the pensioner as of right and free 
of deductions, revisions or varia- 
tions one way^ or the other for vor- 
iou ) i c.'.; on."." 

Mr. Kiilton, who visited McGill 
University during tlic present term, 
claimed that the pension should 
not be subject to reduction or any 



holdback as- a result of special tern 
porary grants. 

; The report which formed the 
basis of Hr. Fulton's remarks was 
the work of the Pension Committee 
of the Society under the chairman 
shipp of Ross Le Mesurler. Prepar- 
ed after considerable research In 
this subject, including a great deal 
of correspondence with govern' 
ment officials, the brief was mi- 
meographed and mailed to leading 
members of parliament, newspaper 
editors and prominent citizens a 
couple of weeks ago. . ^

Colonel Bertie McCormick's Anglophobic 
Chicago Tribune, which modestly proclaims it- 
self as "The World'a Greatest Newspaper," re- 
cently published an article by an cx-Araerlcan 
GI, currently in residence at Dawson. The parti- 
cular stoty gave this student's impression of 
McGill, Canada and Canadians, based princi- 
pally on a knowledge of the area between Mont- 
real and St. Johns and stated: . 

"Your Canadian friends are unimaginative, 
naive, easily impressedf by^ af sliow of wealth or 
position, extremely king-conscious and afraid 
that America plans to seize their beloved father-, 
land. Th^ are very much like Americans, only- 
more so, so to speak." 

Our visitor's summary of the Canadian men- 
tality is a mixture of distortion and accuracy 
part of which has been said before, part of 
which is new. The process of gazing introspcc- 
tively into our own souls has occupied Canadians 
a good deal in recent years, end some of 4he 
conclusions reached by the Tribune's informant 
are remarkably accurate for such a short stay, 
while other attributes seem completely erro- 
neous. 

NalvenesB is a trait that Canadians cannot 
be saddled with, implying as it does an amusing 
simpleness. Perhaps we lack some of the sophis- 
tication of the inhabitants of Chicago, say, but 
the actions of Canada's delegates at a host of 
international conferences have indicated that we 
are far from an artless people. Future historians 
may well be pleased to learn that a group of 
"naive" men from Ottawa were the saviours of 
the vitally important Bretton Woods Confer- 
ence, a meeting that forms one of the corner- 
stones in the structure of hoped-for world pros- 
perity. 

Again, we doubt whether it can be proven 
that Canadians arc more easily impressed by 
shows of wealth or position than any other group 
of people, and as for "king-consciousness," 
Canadians may . take , an extremely practical 
view of our link with the British Empire and a 
common Sovereign but it can hardly be said that 
wc overemphasize the point. Our recent estab- 
lishment of a Canadian Citizenship Act affords 
effective counter-argument to the claim. In 
addition, fenr of AmericiAi seizure of Canada is 
something which enters only rorely into political 
discussion. We realize full-well that our general 
welfare is inexorably linked with that of the 
United States but we also realize that more than 
130 years of peace and an undefended border- 
line is something that will not vanish over-night. 

However, where the article was correct, we 
believe, was in typifying Canadians ns un- 
imaginative. A noted Canadian historian recent- 
ly reached the same conclusion when he accused 
both English and French-Canadians of lacking 
imagination. He pointed out that creative, 
imaginative leadership during the war would 
have done much to overcome the racial barrier 
at present existing in our country. 

But, he argued, the Government was "singu- 
lariv lacking in the creative ima^naUon which 
might have encouraged (all Canadians) to un- 
derstand, their common destiny . . ; No Chur- 
ohillian speeches came out of Ottawa. No na- 
tional symbols were bom from that source, no 
national pàRcantry were set going . . . . 

This same historian concluded (hat Cana- 
dians will find their national soul "not in the 
English languaRc or the Frcnchj btit in the little 
ports of the Atlantic, in the simséts and restless 
cold of the prairies, in the uncontiuerable vast- 
itiesB or the north. From the land, Canada, must 
^; totM tno soul of Canada."

Dramateurs^ Production 
ExceUent Beginning 

Four excellently staged and performed plays 
were presented last Friday night by courses 22 and 
13 of the English Department. The plays— written 
by four students— shdwed careful attention to con- 
struction and to dramatic effect Three different 
types of plays were presented, two comedies, one 
serious, and one a "plot" story. The sets were 
remarkably good in all cases. On the whole it was 
a very Interesting and rewarding evening, and con> 
gratulatlons are in order for Mr. Hall, Director of 
Dramatic Production, Mr. Long, Technical Director, 
and Mrs. Long, Director of Costumes and Makeup. 
Also to be praised, are the students who par^clpated. 
Everything was planned and perfected to the last 
detalL Tbt four productions showed not only imagi- 
nation and technical skill, but much enthusiasm, 
and a great deal of hard work — a combination 
that makes for success. ,-..'^r^> 

Of "the four plays presented, "MiMlliance" by 

David McCallan was the best all around production. 
The play Itself is a witty and sparkling comedy that 
had the' audience laughing throughout Two light- 
hearted students— Derek . and ■ Del— are confronted 
with a telegram announcing the sudden arrival of 
Del's mother. Ann, Derekfs girl friend is sent to 
meet the lady. Mrs. del Fugeo gets the strange idea 
that Ann and her precious baby boy are married — 
an awful fuss ensues, and the play closes on a gay 
note as another telegram announces the arrival of 
Derek's mother. The set was marvellous. The dirty 
boarding house wallpaper drew gasps from the audi- 
ence. The acting was natural and gay. It ^as a 
good play, well presented. * 

Alio in a light-hearted vein was Althea McCoy's 
giddy comedy of a college newspaper. The set was 
interesting and well done — as in all the produc- 
tions. The play was well constructed and well acted. 
Especially to be praised were the performances of 
Mary Allan, in the leading role, and Colin Frascr 
as the short-tempered Edltor-In-Chlcf. What was 
noticeable In this play— again, as in all the others- 
was that the actors entered in the "feel" of the 
script. They were living their- parts, and this created 
a reolisUe illusion. 

Ambitious and very well done was the set for 
Crelghton Douglas' "Slow, Order". Countryside, rail- 
road, high blue sky, all on the stage of Moyse Hall. 
The play had a well Uiought out plot with a sur- 
prise ending. The atmosphere was well maintained 
and showed clever directing. At first we- feel the 
impersonal, disinterested attitude ■ of the railway 
.engineers as they discus an accident that had hap- 
pened the night before on that part of the track. 
And then suddenly, the awful blow: the victim was 
a very dear aunt that Uie engineer was expecting. 
Perhaps it was a little melodramatic, but for a first 
play the theme wiu good. 

Most ambitious of the plays, and perhaps the 
most Interesting, was MIdiael Sakellaropoulos' story 
of the Greek Underground: '•Untimely Frost". .The 
set was well done, the acting was good, and the off- 
stage sound of gunfire most convincing. The interest- 
ing part was the script itselt It showed an Interest- 
ing technique. Christopher, the leader of the band 
of young fighters begins by taking one position: the 
Intellectual, fighting coldly for an ideal of big words, 
freedom, democracy. Then, after the death of his 
men, he reverses his poslUon. Michael, one of the 
men has been telling him that he, Michael, fIghU 
because he loves Greece. He fights not for high 
Ideals but because .of anger and rage at the killings 
of the brutish invaders. When Michael goes out Into 
the night to certain death, Christopher seems to wake 
up; he changes his atUtude. He re-rcads his eloquent 
editorial with blttemeM and sarcasm. Then with 
reverence he repeaU Michael's words: 'Tit said . . ., 
he said . . ." Finally hê takes a gun and runs out 
into the night to see If he can find his men and 
save them.' The play does not realize Us high ambi- 
tion; parts are too long, and too slow. But the 
promise it there. Rex Lucas and Gerald O'Brien 
were excellent in their parts of, respectively, Chris- 
topher and Michael.

MEN AND WOMEN? 



In his Christmas address,: Dr. 
Benes, president of Czechoslovakia, 

has emphasized the urgent need of 
Improving the sex morality of his 
country. In Canada and the United 
States, there have been fights of 
Incredible intensity about divorce 
and birth controL British women 
find it difficult 40 be housekeepers 
again after having fought a world 
war. Germany is experiencing the 
aftermath of Hitler's disastrous 
claim for repopulation at any rate. 

In short, throughout the whole 
world the question of mçn and wo- 
men relations constitutes an acute 
problem. In our own social group, 
every person and we to begin with, 
has to deal sooner or later with the 
category of situations which Is 
labelled "love, courtship and mar- 
riage." There are conflicts in our 
families. The divorce rate is in- 
creasing, and at the same time, a 
great deal of family disintegration,' 
unofficial but strongly destructive, 
bringing with it * Juvenile delin- 
quency and personal disorganiza- 
tion. Our adolescents are confused 
by the apparent absurdity of social 
expectations. And, to put it "blank- 
ly," many people are questlonbig 
the adequacy of our present family 
system with its emphasis on mo- 
nogamy. 

But it is not enough to state the 
problem. Psychology and sociology 
are wonderful Instruments; they 
are not the solution. Yet a aolutlon 
Is urgently needed. Will we pre-

Fridsy's Gazette, 
such was the Implied accusation 
hiade by Adelard Godbotit against 
the present Prof. Gov't However 
in Uie same debate thU HONOUR- 
ABLE Leader of the Opposition 
committed a worse offense, that of 
trying to. make political capital of 
racial and religiotis prejudice. To 
quote The Gazette he said "^ose 
who create these conditions are 
not our people, not French Cana- 
dians, but they come from all parts 
of the world . . , foreigners who 
have been here only a little time".

Sqnasher Peter Landry 
Becomes U.S. Champion 



Yea sirl Pete Landry done dood 
It again— once more he has brought 
honour to this Royal Institution 
for The Advancement of Learning: 
this time by annexing the U.S. In- 
tercollegiate Singles squash title 
at Hanover, New Hampshire • over 
the week-end. 

By virtue of his win, Pete be- 
comes the first Canadian ever to 
win the Pool Trophy— emblematic of 
^he U.S. singles championship. 

By defeating top-seeded Carter 
Ferguson of Yale University Lan- 
dry sets himself up as one of the 
foremost pellet pulverizers in Can- 
ada, and one of the big names in 
squash circles' south of the border. 
Pete came from behind in side 
stepping the favored Fergusson, as 
he was losing two games to one 
at one point In the match, and was 
forced to play the five game limit 
by hli opponent 

The scores for the individual 
games were 9-5, 5-3, -IB-IS, 15-5, 
15-12, and when Fergusson lost that 
second game to Landr>-, it rep 
resented his first loss in the tour 
nament for he had lambasted 5 
opponents without tasting defeat In 
a single game.' After working Ure 
lessly to force a 2-3 draw in games, 
Landry came through with- astoh' 
ishing returns and extremely string 
serves to win the fifth game 15-12, 
and also the Pool Trophy. 

While the play for Fergusson 
represented his sixth tmatch in the 
tourney. It was only the fifth for 
Landry as he had obtained. a bye 
in the first draw. The first round 
of activities saw Landry dispose of 
Del Barret of Dartmouth without 
any difficulty by the score of 3-1. 
McGiU's other two hopefuls. Culver 
and LeMesurier were both defeated 
in the first round by Fergusson and 
Al Baxter of Wesleyan College 
respectively. * 

In the second round, the "Gallop- 
ing Mouse" (as Landry is known in 



the aquash courts) was given a 
good scare by Army's Bill Dough- 
erty, as the latter forcecf the set to 
five games, with McGlU's favorite 
edging out a close 16-15 victory in 
the fifth game.' 

It seems as though the Red and 
White squashman encountered all 
the tough opposition In his quest 
for the title, as he played another 
five-game matdi against Longman 
of Princeton In the quarter finals. 
The scores' for this match were 8- 
15, 8-15, 15-H, 15-10 and 15-8, and 
Landry must have had quite a 
sc&re when he was on the tall end 
of a 2-0 match score and 8-9 lit the 
count , of the third game. 

In the semi-finals, the lad sport' 
ing the Red and White colors 
didn't come up against any par 
ticularly difficult opposition as he 
defeated Bruce "Bayne of Yale by 
the 'count of 3-1 in games 

.Former winners of the Pool Tro- 
phy which Landry won as a re- 
sult of his win in theVfinals' over 
Fergusson, are Germain'^ GUdden, 
who later won the American Open 
three times; and Charlie Brlnton— 
four times American champ . and 
present tiUebolder of the American 
Open. . 

A further note of Interest with 
reference to Pete Landry is that 
he was elected President of the. 
International Intercollegiate Squash 
Racquets Association in Hanover 
last Thursday, having been Vice- 
President of the association for the 
past year.
